County's churches working together to present drama

Young people sometimes don’t 
realize how decisions made early 
in life affect not only themselves, 
but others around them as well. 

And that’s the premise behind 
Judgement House: “Shaken,” a 
drama that will unfold at First 
Baptist Church beginning next 
Wednesday night. 

“It’s based on a hue story and 
deals with a young girl who makes 
some bad decisions early in life — 
probably in middle school — and 
how it affects her later on in high 
school and how it affects other 
people who know her,” said Judge¬ 
ment House Director Marcenia 
Brown.

“Shaken” is the 
10th drama and features a cast of 
about 130 people from various de¬ 
nominations across the county. 

“Shaken” will be presented over 
seven nights, including two week¬ 
ends, where hundreds of people 
will be presented the opportunity 


to learn about decision making 
and where they’ll ultimately spend 
eternity. 

Brown said that she recom¬ 
mends making reservations as 
only small groups of 12-15 can be 
accommodated at any given time. 
However, walk-ins are welcome 
and no one will be turned away, 
she said. 

It takes about an hour to com¬ 
plete the drama, and groups are 
spaced about 15 minutes apart. 

The drama is also not recom¬ 
mended for children under 10 as 
some scenes are intense. To make 
a reservation, call (606) 787-8123.

Heritage 
Days to be 
a'blast in 
the past'

While Casey County is known nation-wide 
for the world’s largest apple pie at the Apple 
Festival, another event in October is beginning 
to attract state-wide attention. 

The fifth annual Heritage Days will be held 
on Friday Oct. 18 and Saturday Oct. 19 at the 
Central Kentucky AG/EXPO Center in Lib¬ 
erty. 

“Last year we had 1,500 kids come on Fri¬ 
day and everything we do at Heritage Days is 
tied to their fifth and sixth grade curriculum, so 
it’s a learning experience for them,” said event 
organizer Harold Williams. 

More than 40 exhibits will be set up depict¬ 
ing what life was like in mral Kentucky before 
the days of electricity with modem appliances 
and farm imple¬ 
ments. 

And the major¬ 
ity of the exhib¬ 
its are hands-on, 
meaning attendees 
can shell com, 
plow behind hors¬ 
es, paint pump¬ 
kins, and throw 
a hatchet, among 
others. 

And the best 
part, it’s all free, 
from admission to 
parking to partici¬ 
pating in the hands-on exhibits. 

Other exhibits will showcase pioneer quilt 
making, blacksmithing, old time general store 
and cooking in big cast iron pots over an open 
fire and giving samples to visitors, Williams 
said. 

Free horse drawn wagon rides will be offered 
as well as different vendors selling wares perti¬ 
nent to the time period. 

New this year 

Reminiscent of the the days before radio and 
television, stoiy tellers were a large part of early 
American culture. 

And to keep that tradition alive, four actors 
from the Kentucky Humanities Council will 
don period dress and portray famous Kentuck¬ 
ians and tell their stories at this year’s event. 

On Friday from 10 a.m. to noon, President 
Abraham Lincoln will be on hand for “I, too, 
am a Kentuckian.” Then, from noon to 2 p.m., 
Johnny Green will tell what it was like to fight 
as a 19 year old for the Confederacy during the 
Civil War as a member of the Orphan Brigade. 

On Saturday, frontier surgeon Dr. Ephraim 
McDowell will be on stage from 10 a.m. to 
noon. The celebrated doctor from Danville will 
tell how on Christmas day, 1809, he successful¬ 
ly removed a 22-pound ovarian tumor without 
using anesthesia from Jane Todd Crawford. 

That afternoon, from 2 to 4 p.m., Mary 
Settles, the last Shaker to live at Pleasant Hill, 
will discuss what life was like as a Shaker from 
1836 to her death in 1923. 

Also, new this year will be a section devoted 
to “hit and miss” gasoline engines, antique trac¬ 
tors, and farm implements, such as thrashers.

CCHS' new basketball coach: We are a family

Fall sports are climaxing 
and heading into some of the 
most cmcial weeks of compe¬ 
tition while basketball is still 
on the back burner, but not for 
new Rebel basketball coach 
Maze Stallworth.

I try 
to stand by my mles as much

I’ve seen this happen over the 
years. It’s not easy if you are 
not kin or got a political pull. 
You will not be hired.

I had an image of an irate 
Italian taxi driver, shaking 
his fist out the car window 
while yelling expletives at 
other drivers and thought, 
At least I’m not like that. 

But I felt like it. 

When we respond to an 
angry person with a fiery 
barb, instead of piercing 
them, we only allow our 
cutting remark to reverber¬ 
ate back into our own soul 
because in lashing out, we 
adopt their anger: We be¬ 
come our own enemy. 

But, by settling down 
and getting back in touch 
with our true self, we at 
least retain the possibil¬ 
ity of maintaining peace. 
When we allow the Spir¬ 
it to calm our spirit, an 
amazing thing can happen: 
We can listen, really listen, 
to the anger of others and 
hear what’s being said be¬ 
neath their words. Then, 
words used as weapons 
of war can be transformed 
into instruments of peace. 


Maybe that’s one reason 
so many are attracted to 
Pope Francis: People have 
the sense that he is ready 
to listen. And it’s difficult 
to be angry with someone 
who is wise enough to stay 
quiet and caring enough to 
really listen. 

On St. Francis’ Feast 
Day, the Pope returned to 
Assisi to celebrate the saint 
for whose name he shares. 
Visiting a soup kitchen, he 
ate with some physically 
and mentally challenged 
people. The man who 
manages the soup kitchen 
described the Pope by say¬ 
ing, in a heavy Italian ac¬ 
cent, “He don’t speak a lot, 
ummm, he leesten.” 

Indeed, the pope listens 
because he apparently is at 
peace with himself. 

St. Francis would be 
proud. 

But much more impor¬ 
tantly, so is the Lord. 

Both remind me: Settle 
down. Be at peace. 

And leesten, really lees¬ 
ten.

■ Continued from front 
as possible.” 

The coach’s set of rules, 
which he presented at the 
initial meeting, are derived 
primarily from his own ath¬ 
letic experiences and past 
coaches. 

“Some of it is just me; 
some of it was my head coach 
Donnie Kindell, at Morehead 
State. He was a disciplinarian. 
He mbbed off on me,” said 
Stallworth. “We believed in 
him and we worked as a fam¬ 
ily atmosphere and became 
tough minded.” 

Rules 

To start, the coach is lay¬ 
ing down a strict no-tolerance 
policy of alcohol, tobacco and 
drug use. 

Stallworth is serious about 
his athletes’ academics and 
will require active team 
members to carry a 2.3 GPA, 
which he would like to even¬ 
tually raise to a 2.5 standard. 

“Education is the first part 
of this whole thing. There are 
some kids who are very vital, 
who I thought could help us, 
but I’d rather stand by my 
rules and make sure this pro¬ 
gram is run the right way,” 
said Stallworth, noting the 
first academic grading period 
did result in suspending some 
athletes until their grades im¬ 
prove. 

The coaching staff is see¬ 
ing to it their student athletes 
have the resources for aca¬ 
demic help by holding study 
hall after school, before prac¬ 
tice. 

Stallworth is also requiring 
that his athletes sit in the front 
two rows of their classes. He 
also says unexcused absences 
from school will be unaccept¬ 
able on his team. 

“I can’t punish people at 
open gym, right now, but I 
will when official practice 
starts.” 

Several of Stallworth’s 
mles are more arbitrary, but 
center on building a team- 
oriented program. 

Stallworth has told students 
they are not permitted to wear 
Rebel gear of any kind at 
practices, until they individu¬ 
ally earn the right. 

“I want them to wear the 
colors of the Rebel with pride 
and dignity. I want them to 
earn their right to wear it,” 
Stallworth said, adding sev¬ 
eral individuals have already 
achieved this right. 

“You will never quit on 
your team. Everyone will hit 
adversity, but that’s a veiy, 
very big one to me,” said the 
coach, summarizing a couple 
more mles. “We are a family. 
When one person succeeds, 
we all succeed. When one 
person fails, we all fail. Be¬ 
fore we all get done, I will 
make them understand we are 
all a family.” 

Further, Stallworth is aim¬ 
ing to sharpen the external 
reputation and respect for the 


Rebel team. 

“You’ll show respect to 
others on and off the court,” 
Stallworth said, explaining his 
athletes are to use the terms 
“sir,” “ma’am,” “please” and 
“thank you” with all school 
workers and administrators, 
including eveiyone from 
teachers and principals to the 
cafeteria workers. 

“Those things go a long 
way. People will go back and 
say, ‘These basketball boys 
are very well mannered. I’m 
going to watch them play.’” 

Additionally, the coach 
requires his players to re¬ 
fer to any coach by the title 
“Coach,” at practices and 
games, despite any outside 
relationships. 

He will also have the team 
dress in shirt and tie on game 
days, as well as appearing 
clean shaven. 

“I’m not all about telling 
guys to be bare shaved, but 
be clean about it. I like to look 
the right way. When we show 
up for a game we will look 
professional and we will look 
like we’re here for business 
and people respect that about 
your program.” 

Beyond his mles, Stall- 
worth is taking the program 
character-building a step fur¬ 
ther involving his team in the 
greater Casey County com¬ 
munity. 

The ball players partici¬ 
pated in the Casey County 
Bank’s cancer walk and 
also plans to attend the local 
Judgement House event dur¬ 
ing the school’s fall break 
later this month. 

Finally, the coach wants 
the team to log 35 hours of 
community service work dur¬ 
ing the year. 

“If anyone out there needs 
help with a project, please, let 
us know and I’ll get my team 
out there. We want to give 


the support back,” Stallworth 
said. 

Confidence 

The coach acknowledges 
these mles and standards 
may surprise some and raise 
questions from others, but 
he’s confident in his approach 
and motives. He has been 
given support by many, and 
even discussed his methods 
with Principal Josh Blevins 
and Superintendent Marion 
Sowder. 

“I want them to stand be¬ 
hind me on the methods I’m 
going to use. It may seem a 
little unorthodox, but by the 
time it’s all said and done, 
you’ll see what I’m doing 
with these kids,” said Stall- 
worth. “It’s not that I’m try¬ 
ing to scare kids off, but there 
are things in this world where 
you have to work really, re¬ 
ally hard.” 

As for the students them¬ 
selves, Stallworth feels he is 
getting mixed reviews. Ac¬ 
cording to the coach, any¬ 
where from 10-12 guys are 
present at a given open gym. 

“Most of the kids get it. The 
ones who are really gifted, as 
far as the basketball side of 
it, it’s really attracted them,” 
said Stallworth, noting some 
of the younger students are 
more reluctant. 

Stallworth also said he 
knew based on reactions at 
his initial August meeting that 
some students did not agree 
with his mles. 

“When it’s all said and 
done, I may have 15-20 kids, 
20 is pushing it, junior var¬ 
sity and varsity. If they don’t 
like the hard work it’ll take to 
play for me, then I don’t want 
them. If there are only 6-10 
kids, I will feel good about 
those kids.” 

An official roster has not 
been set and the open gyms 
are still drawing students in¬ 
terested in being a part of the 
team. 

“Anybody from the com-

munity can come to our open 
gym and you can already see 
the change and how different 
they are,” Stallworth said. 

The coach is still settling 
into the Casey County com¬ 
munity. He has yet to take up 
permanent residence in the 
county, but says he should be 
moving into his new home in 
the coming months. 

Meanwhile, he is im¬ 
mersing himself in all things 
Casey County in order to 
move quickly past being a 
stranger and outsider to the 
locals. 

“No one has shown me 
anything but love here. Ev¬ 
eryone has welcomed me 
with open arms. I’ve met 
tons of people here,” said 
Stallworth. “I’m all about 
that, about meeting everyone 
in the community. I plan to be 
here a long time.”

Children of Curtis and Judy Blevins 
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Lexington is potential host 
city for 2018 World 
Equestrian Games 

Lexington was identified last week as a 
potential host city for the 2018 World Eques¬ 
trian Games, putting the Horse Capital of the 
World in the running to be the first location 
to host the international event twice, accord¬ 
ing to The Lexington Herald-Leader. 

The Kentucky Horse Park hosted the 
Games in 2010. 

The other U.S. city looking to land the 
Games in 2018 is Wellington, Fla., another 
sport horse competition mecca, particularly 
during the winter. 

Great Britain and Canada have expressed 
interest in hosting the event, but have not 
identified cities. According to the Federa¬ 
tion Equestre Internationale, an international 
governing agency, Canada had identified 
Bromont/Montreal as a host area but could 
not get sufficient public sector funding. 

As a result, the FEI reopened the bid¬ 
ding process for 2018, but officials said they 
hoped Canada would continue with another 
bid. 

The Games, which started in 1990, are 
held every four years in the middle of the 
Summer Olympics cycle. They will be held 
next year in Normandy, France. The Nich- 
olasville-based company Alltech was the 
title sponsor at the Lexington games, and it 
signed on as a major sponsor in Normandy. 

John Long, the CEO of the United States 
Equestrian Federation, or USEF, which is 
based at the Kentucky Horse Park, said his 
office had made requests to get the FEI bid 
documents for Fexington and Wellington, a 
small town near Palm Beach. 

Wellington decided in 2012 not to pursue 
the World Games bid because of disagree¬ 
ments over development, according to me¬ 
dia reports. Wellington has superb facilities 
for show jumping and dressage, Fong said, 
but it would have to figure out what to do 
about events that require more land, such as 
the cross-country phase of eventing and en¬ 
durance riding. 

John Nicholson, executive director of the 
Kentucky Horse Park, cautioned that no de¬ 
cision had been made to bid on the Games, a 
point that was echoed in a news release from 
Gov. Steve Beshear’s office. 

“I consider it a real compliment to Lexing¬ 
ton, the commonwealth and the Kentucky 
Horse Park that there seems to be support for 
another World Games here in 2018,” Nichol¬ 
son said. “There are a lot of potential partners 
and stakeholders that need to be part of the 
discussion of whether to bid.” 

Long, who has announced he will leave 
theUSEF in 2014, said that if the bid require¬ 
ments are similar to 2010, there probably are 
only two places that could be ready to host 
the Games quickly: The Kentucky Horse 
Park and Aachen, Germany, which hosted 
in 2006. 

“There’s nothing to be built here; the vol¬ 
unteer base could be brought back quickly,” 
he said. “There are an equal number of things 
we would do differently; you have the ben¬ 
efit of those experiences.” 

Everyday objects fascinate 
in Titanic exhibit 

The touchable iceberg at the about-to-de- 
but “Titanic: The Artifact Exhibition” in Lex¬ 
ington is not authentic — more of a frosty 
refrigerator clump—but it nonetheless clob¬ 
bers home its point: The waters were killing 
the night the super ship sank in 1912. 

The Lexington Herald-Leader reported 
that when patrons enter the Titanic exhibit, 
running Oct. 5 through Jan. 26 at the Lex¬ 
ington Center Museum and Gallery by Rupp 
Arena, they receive a ticket with the name of 
a passenger. 

The name on a ticket given out at the me¬ 
dia preview last week was Eleanor Widener 
in first class. This was encouraging: Many 
women in first class survived, having made 
the cut for Titanic’s inadequate lifeboats, al¬ 
though at least one opted to remain on board 
with her husband. 

At the end of the exhibit — the last turn 
before the gift shop, where you can buy bits 
of Titanic coal and reproduction china and 
jewelry — exhibit-goers search out the fate 
of their passenger on the memory wall of all 
passengers lost. It lists the names of all those 
who died or survived: 705 saved, 1,523 lost. 

Artifacts gleaned from around the Titanic 
debris field — as a memorial, the ship itself 
is left alone at the bottom of the North At¬ 
lantic Ocean, 12,500 feet below the surface 
— are enclosed in glass cases. Textiles and 
furniture of the period are reproduced for the 
re-creations of the first- and third-class cab¬ 
ins. 

Theresa Costas, a public relations manag¬ 
er for Premier, the company overseeing the 
touring Titanic exhibitions, said the socks of 
one Titanic messenger are particularly heart¬ 
rending for her: a common item of the time, 
still stitched together and new, but never to 
be worn. 

Also stunning — a “fan favorite,” Costas 
says — is the pile of gratin dishes, shown in 
their case and in a nearby picture where they 
were found, still neatly stacked at the bottom 
of the ocean.

The things that weathered extended time 
underwater were numerous but seemingly 
random: Items that were encased in leather 
survived particularly well, among them post¬ 
cards, bits of cash and a manual for the North 
Buffalo Order of Odd Fellows. 

“We conserve,” Costas said. “We don’t re¬ 
store them.... We want to keep away further 
deterioration.” 

Eleanor Widener, whose ticket was car¬ 
ried through the exhibit, survived. But Wid¬ 
ener, one of the wealthiest people on board 
the Titanic, lost her husband and son and a 
big, expensive necklace. 

She made a sizable donation to Harvard, 
ensuring that the Widener name would live 
on in the school’s main library. 

The necklace was later recovered, put on 
display and in 2011 was stolen from a dis¬ 
play case in Copenhagen, Denmark. 

The bauble did not go gentle into obscu¬ 
rity. That necklace was mmored to have in¬ 
spired the “Heart of the Ocean” necklace that 
was a central plot point in James Cameron’s 
Oscar-winning 1997 film “Titanic.” 

Bowling Green Corvette 
plant to reopen 
for public tours 

A few years after General Motors declared 
bankruptcy, the Bowling Green Assembly 
Plant appears to be riding high. 

Dave Tatman, manager of the plant that 
makes the world’s Corvettes, on Oct. 2, that 
the plant will reopen for public tours Oct. 14. 
Tours ceased last year while the plant was re¬ 
tooled to manufacture the new C7 Corvette, 
upon which GM has bestowed the legendary 
Stingray name, according to The Bowling 
Green Daily News. 

The plant has been closed to the public for 
about a year, partially for safety reasons and 
to focus on the logistics of retooling the facil¬ 
ity and partially to build anticipation for the 
newest generation Corvette. 

Tatman said he could not have asked for 
a better response to the 2014 model since it 
was unveiled early this year. 

“I’ve yet to read a negative review of this 
car,” Tatman said. “It has met, and I would 
say exceeded, the expectations of every auto 
enthusiast, writer and journalist.” 

Armadillos not uncommon 
in western Kentucky 

Opossum in a half shell. Poverty pigs. 
Texas turkeys. 

Whatever you call them, the armadillo has 
made its way into western Kentucky, a long 
way from its original stomping grounds of 
South America about 3 million years ago, 
according to The Crittenden Press. 

Unlike panther sightings, the presence of 
wild armadillos is undeniable. The unmistak¬ 
able profile of the critter has been spotted by 
many in Crittenden County and the region. 
In fact, Bennett Smith and his mowing crew 
discovered an armadillo along the roadside 
in Smithland last week that met its demise 
underneath a car tire. 

A wildlife zoologist with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources 
(KDFWR) said the armor-plated mammal 
has been in western Kentucky for several 
years. 

“We had the occasional armadillo sight¬ 
ing in far western Kentucky well before the 
1980s, but we really didn’t have a population 
of them at that time,” said John MacGregor, 
a KDFWR herpetologist based in Frankfort. 
“There used to be a stuffed armadillo at the 
old Paducah Community College that was 
killed around 1969.” 

It’s likely that all sightings of the armadillo 
in western Kentucky are of the nine-banded 
armadillo, the only variety of the species oc¬ 
curring naturally in the United States. It is 
so named because of the number of hinged 
bands of plates that line its back. The animals 
are about the size of an opossum or house 
cat, are a grayish-brown in color and have a 
long snout with pointy ears. 

The armadillo first made its way into the 
United States about 150 years ago when its 
habitat spread north from Mexico across 
the Rio Grande River into Texas. Since that 
time, its known range has spread remarkably 
fast, now reaching as far as central Missouri. 
Rivers pose little obstacle for the armadillo, 
something that has allowed it to spread virtu¬ 
ally unchecked. It has even begun to make 
habitat north of the Ohio River. 

Armadillos are considered native wildlife 
since they migrated here on their own. They 
cannot be legally bought or sold, but can 
be trapped or killed as “nuisance wildlife,” 
MacGregor reports. 

Armadillos live in burrows and primarily 
diet on insects and other invertebrates. They 
generally pose little problems for humans, 
but may create damage to gardens and lawns 
as they root around for food or dig for shel¬ 
ter. 

During the tough economic times of the 
Great Depression, Texans and others in the 
South might find the armadillo on the din¬ 
ner table, hence the terms “poverty pig” and 
“Texas turkey.” However, the armadillo can 
carry leprosy and transmit it to humans. For 
that reason, contact with the animal is not 
advised.

I do 
not blame others for my 
wrong actions. I do the 
right thing without being 
asked, even when no one is 
looking. 

Begin with the End in 
Mind — Have a plan. We 


should set goals for our¬ 
selves and have a plan of 
action for accomplishing 
those goals. 

Example: I plan ahead 
and set goals. I do things 
that have meaning and 
make a difference in my 
life. I am an important part 
of my classroom and con¬ 
tribute to my school’s mis¬ 
sion and vision. I look for 
ways to be a good citizen. 

Put First Things First — 
We need to do important 
things first. Example: I 
spend my time on things 
that are most important. 
This means I say no to 
things I know I should not 
do. I set priorities, make 
a schedule, and follow my 
plan. I am disciplined and 
organized in school and at 
home. 

Thinks Win-Win — We 
should seek solutions that 
are beneficial for everyone, 
resolutions in which every¬ 
one wins. 

Example: I balance cour¬ 
age for getting what I want 
by considering what others 
want. 

Seek First to Under¬ 
stand, Then to Be Under¬ 
stood — We need to work 
to understand and consider 
other people’s feelings and 
ideas. We should first listen 
and put ourselves in one 
another’s shoes before we 
explain our own thinking. 

Example: I listen to 

other people’s ideas and 
feelings. I try to see things 
like they do. I listen to oth¬ 
ers without interrupting or 
putting them down. I look 
people in the eye when 
talking with them. I really 
use this when participating 
in pageant interviews. 

Synergize — Teamwork 
is important and when 
we work together, we can 
achieve more than if we 
work individually. We val¬ 


ue the opportunity to learn 
from others. 

Example: I value other 
people’s strengths and learn 
from them. I get along well 
with others. I work well in 
groups. I ask other people’s 
ideas to solve problems. I 
know that by teaming with 
others we can create better 
solutions than anyone can 
alone. I practice this as a 
team member on CCMS 
basketball team as well as, 
with my friends and fam- 
ily. 

Sharpen the Saw — We 
take care of ourselves 
physically, mentally and 
emotionally in all aspects 
of our lives. 

Example: I take care of 
my body by eating right, 
exercising and getting 
sleep. I spend time with 
family and friends. I learn 
in lots of ways and lots of 
places, not just at school. 
I find meaningful ways to 
help others. 

In conclusion, the 7 
Habits are highly effective 
habits that we as students 
need to practice and use 
daily.

The long drive to Bell 
County led to an even lon¬ 
ger night on the gridiron 
as Casey suffered its first 
district loss of the season, 
48-0 at Bell County. 

Coming off their first 
season victory last week 
against McCreary Central, 
the Rebels (1-5, 1-1) hit the 
road for the first time since 
the season opener on Aug. 
23. 

But despite not putting 
any points on the board, 
Coach Sam Marple wasn’t 
too disappointed in the 
team’s performance. 

“We did a good job driv¬ 
ing the football and flipping 
the field on special teams. 
We were just really, really 
outmatched in the skill po¬ 
sition,” he said. 

The Bobcats took less 
than a minute to score their 
first touchdown. A botched 
on-side kick resulted in 
great field position for Bell 
County on their opening 
drive. 

“If anything it was a bad 
call by me,” Marple said. 
“It was poor execution. 
The kick ended up going 
25-30 yards down the field. 
We just did a bad job when 
the ball went further than it 
was supposed to and they 
were able to get the edge.” 


The Rebels held Bell 
County from scoring until 
only 30 seconds remained 
in the first quarter. 

However, the Bobcats 
added two more touch¬ 
downs in the second quarter 
to lead 28-0 at half time. 

Marple said that the 
halftime score did not ac¬ 
curately reflect the effort 
being made by the Rebel 
team. 

“We moved the ball pret¬ 
ty well at times. We got in 
the red zone three times in 
the first half. We drove the 
ball down inside the 20- 


yard line,” he said. 

Unfortunately, all three 
drives ended without 
points and instead saw an 
interception and a fumble, 
as well as a failed field goal 
attempt. 

“We had chances to 
score, the problem was we 
had a really hard time tack¬ 
ling those guys,” Marple 
said. “They just scored 
quickly and went for our 
weaknesses.” 

The second half saw 
similar dominance by Bell, 
as they put up an additional 
20 points while keeping the 


Rebels from scoring. 

Even with the tough 
competition, Marple was 
particularly pleased with 
the offense. 

“Our offensive line 
play was even with Bell 
County’s. I probably nev¬ 
er would have known the 
score was so lopsided,” he 
said. 

Casey’s passing game 
was another highlight for 
the coach with quarterback 
Luke Patterson throwing 5 
of 13 for 69 yards with two 
interceptions. 

Breece Hayes led the

completions for 37 yards. 

“Hayes did a great job 
at receiver and made some 
good plays,” Marple said. 

Wyatt Bishop led rush¬ 
ing yards with 14 carries 
and 41 yards. Bishop also 
led the defense with six 
tackles. 

Casey is now preparing 
for their final home game 
and another tough district 
game against Wayne Coun¬ 
ty on Friday. 

Wayne County is cur¬ 
rently ranked at the top of 


Kentucky’s 3A class with 
a 7-0 record and averaging 
40 points per game. 

“I’m not as worried about 
the score for the Wayne 
County game,” Marple 
said. “We’ve reevaluated 
our goals and what we 
want to accomplish the rest 
of the season. We’ll get to 
work on those new goals.”

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Slander lawsuit details against McDonald's answered

Details continue to 
emerge in a Liberty man’s 
lawsuit alleging that a lo¬ 
cal McDonald’s employee 
slandered him last March. 

Jamestown attorney 
Matthew DeHart filed 
the slander suit in Casey 
County Circuit Court the 
end of July on behalf of 
Matt Davis, who contends 
that Michelle Harrison, an 
employee of the Liberty 
McDonald’s restaurant, 
called him a “pedophile on 
March 10.” 

Also named as a defen¬ 


dant in the suit is Mark 
Prater of Lawrenceburg, 
owner of the Liberty Mc¬ 
Donald’s. 

DeHart asserts that the 
actions of McDonald’s em¬ 
ployees “demonstrate that 
they have had no training in 
dealing with circumstances 
such as those instigated by 
Michelle Harrison,” court 
records state. 

In court documents filed 
in the Casey County Cir¬ 
cuit Clerk’s office on Sept. 
23, DeHart answered 27 
requests for more informa¬ 
tion into the alleged inci¬ 
dent. 

Primary among the re¬ 


sponses are two written 
statements from Steven Vo¬ 
gel and Sara Gosser, which 
support Davis’ claim. 

Steven Vogel states that 
Harrison asked him if he 
was a friend of Davis. 

“Then she proceeded to 
tell me that he was a pedo¬ 
phile,” Vogel stated. 

When Vogel pressed 
Harrison for details such as 
how she knows this to be 
true and if he has ever been 
arrested or convicted as a 
pedophile, Harrison said 
“no,” court records state. 

Harrison told Vogel she 
spent the night with Da¬ 
vis’ stepdaughter at Davis’ 


house “when they were 
younger.” 

According to Vogel’s 
statement, Harrison said 
that Davis “came in and 
and kissed them on the 
forehead goodnight and she 
thought that was weird.” 

Further, court records 
show a Facebook message 
from Sara Gosser to Da¬ 
vis in which she states that 
Harrison admitted that she 
called Davis a “child mo¬ 
lester.” 

Two managers at the 
restaurant in the days af¬ 
ter the alleged event on 
March 10 — Pat Russ and 
Anita Abell — asked Davis 


to leave the restaurant be¬ 
cause he made the younger 
employees uncomfortable, 
with Abell allegedly telling 
Davis that she would “drag 
his a** out to the parking 
lot,” court records state. 

Health issues 

Davis states that he’s 
suffered anxiety, a heart 
irregularity, an emergency 
room visit, shame, agita¬ 
tion, depression, sadness, 
belittlement, and discrimi¬ 
nation, as a result of this 
alleged incident. 

He’s currently in therapy 
with Dr. Edward Maxwell 
Jr., a psychiatrist with the 


University of Kentucky. 
Maxwell is expected to tes¬ 
tify as an expert witness on 
Davis’ behalf. 

Prior to March 10, Da¬ 
vis suffered from manic 
depression, Tourettes Syn¬ 
drome, and a prior heart 
attack brought on by stress, 
some of which Harrison 
was aware of. 

With a 10th grade educa¬ 
tion, no employment, and 
currently drawing Social 
Security Disability, Davis 
is seeking $250,000 for 
chest pains and the heart 
irregularity, $25 million in 
punitive and other damag¬ 
es, court records state.

Murphy gets poem as tribute for festival

Almost four decades 
ago, two men came up 
with an idea that would 
put Liberty and Casey 
County on the map. And it 
all centered around a “big 
ole apple pie.” 

Casey County resident 
Marion Murphy was an 
adult economics teacher 
at the Vo-tech school in 
1974. 

Murphy said that there 
were about 225 acres of 
apple trees in the county 
and no market for the pro¬ 
duce, other than the grow¬ 
er’s front yard. 

Traveling to the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky that same 
year with Greg Lawhorn, 
the pair discussed the idea 
of cooking a really big 
apple pie as a way to pro¬ 
mote apples grown in the 
county. 

“Greg was a welder and 
he could fabricate things 
and we decided we could 
make a big old pan and 
cook an apple pie in it,” 
Murphy said. 

Murphy and Lawhorn 
next presented the idea 
to members of the Casey 
County Fruit Growers. 
George Wolford, a mem¬ 
ber of the organization, 
thought it was a splendid 
idea, Murphy said. 

“He bought the idea 100 
percent,” he said. 

Lawhorn fabricated an 
8-foot pan and the group 
also built an oven big 
enough to cook the pie. 

“We made a box on 
a hay wagon with eight 
household oven elements. 
We had to turn on different 
elements at different times 
to get the pie done,” Mur¬ 
phy said. 

Using 50 bushels of 
apples that they peeled 
one at a time, Murphy said 
they figured using a pound 
of cornstarch would be 
enough to thicken the big 
pie. It wasn’t. 

“It tasted like apple pie 
but you had to drink it 
rather than eat it,” he said 
laughing. 

By comparison, the 


10-foot pie prepared for 
this year’s Apple Festival 
called for 100 pounds of 
corn starch. 

The festival in 1974 
was held on the vacant lot 
where Liberty IGA now 
sits. And there were no 
vendors or carnivals. It 
had a few exhibitors and 
of course, the pie. 

Today’s Apple Festival 
sports a 10-foot pie, cook¬ 
ie, and pizza along with 
music, hundreds of ven¬ 
dors, contests, and other 
events. 

But one attendee at this 
year’s event heard Mur¬ 
phy’s story and penned 
a poem to commemorate 
Murphy’s contribution to 
the Apple Festival. 

Dennis McKinney of 
Martinsburg, W.Va. wrote 
the poem and sent Murphy 
a framed copy of it. 

It began in Casey Coun¬ 
ty 

On a gravel parking lot 

In the year of seventy 
four 

Cooking apples in a pot 

How they peeled that 
many apples 

For so many to receive 


In the baking of a 10- 
foot pie 

Is a mystery still to me 

But it birthed a great 
tradition 

From the idea of a man 

From a tasty apple pie 
to a festival so grand 

Fifty bushels of their 
best 

Grown from local apple 
trees 

Were used in making 

Of this amazing treat 

Now the center of atten¬ 
tion 

As news did get around 

They still gather every 
autumn 

In this proud Kentucky 
town 

If you think you ve seen 
it all 

Come out to Liberty 

In the hills of old Ken¬ 
tucky 

What a wondrous sight 
to see 

It grew every year 

Increasing more in size 

Until they had a 10-foot
